(3 ) A sum of money not exceeding such amount as may be pro 
vided by regulations made under this Act may be kept in current 
account with any scheduled bank as defined in section 2 of 
the Reserve Bank of India Act, 1934 , or any other bank approved by 
the Central Government in this behalf, but any moneys in excess 
of that sum shall be deposited in the Reserve Bank of India or with 
the agents of the Reserve Bank of India or invested in such manner 
as may be approved by the Central Government. 

20 . ( 1) The Board shall, by such date in cach year as may be Budget. 
specified by the Central Government, submit to it for approval a 
budget for the next financial year in the form specified by it, show 
ing the estimated receipts and expenditure , and the sums which 
would be required from the Central Government during that finan 
cial year.

(g ) the maximum amount that may be kept in the current 
account; 


(h ) the maintenance of registers and accounts ; 


(i) the compilation of catalogues and inventories of the 
manuscripts, books and other articles and things in the library ; 


(j ) the steps to be taken for the preservation of the manu 
scripts , books and other articles and things in the library ; 


(Ic ) the general management of the library ; 


(1) the fees and other charges to be levied for the use of 
manuscripts and books in the library ; 


( m ) any other matter in respect of which provision is, in the 
opinion of the Board , necessary for the performance of its func 
tions under this Act. 


(3 ) The Central Government may , after consultation with the 
Board , by notification in the Official Gazette , amend , vary or rescind 
any regulation which it has approved ; and thereupon the regulation 
shall have effect accordingly , but without prejudice to the exercise 
of the powers of the Board under sub - sections (1 ) and (2 ) .
